“20" cars comprise the Detroit team 


entered in the Glidden tour, and were 
numbered 63, 54 and 55. 

All of them will bear their Glidden 
numerals on the Round-the-State Tour. 
As a further illustration of their road 
ability, Mr. Hanson will not even per- 
mit the cars to be washed, so they 
will each bear on the Georgia trip the 
mud of the ten states which they tra- 
versed in the Glidden tour, 

Probably the most famous of 
Flanders trio is car 54. This was 
pathfinder for the Glidden tour, 
carried Pilot Westgard and Paul Hale 
Bruske on the record-setting road 
mapping trip. At the conclusion of 
the trip Mr. Westgard stated that no 
car could have done the work better, 
regardless of price or power. 

This car was shipped back to New 
York at the end of the pathfinding 
trip and was entered as a contestant 
in the Glidden tour, the Studebaker 
Corporation abandoning the usual pro- 
cess of donating the car to the tour as 
a pilot. 

In its second trip down 
Trail” this Flanders “29” 
onstrated its ability by turning in a 
perfect score at Jacksonville. This 
car will again be driven by William 
Ht. Soules, of Detroit. 

Car No. 453, of the Flanders fieet, 
carried the baggeage-of the Glidden 
pathfinding party, and made a perfect 
score on the pathfinding r@n, and was 
penalized but once in the Glidden it- 
self. this being when a heavy car 
skidded on a slippery pavement in 
Lancaster, Pa., and damaged the Flan- 
ders’ rear axle, necessitating repairs 
which delayed the car's arrival at 
(rettysbureg.

In response to many inquiries re- 
garding the running time for the com- 
ing Tour Around Georgia, the execu- 
tive committee for the tour has prom- 
ised that at no time shall it be 
mitted to become a speed contest. 

Participants in the Georgia tour may 
enter it with the absolute assurance 
that it will be in no sense a speed or 
endurance contest, but a tourists’ tour 
for pleasure and instruction, with just 
enough restrictions to lend zest to the 
great ‘‘sport of the road,” 

The Georgia tour is to be run in the 
interests of good roads and the 
velopment of important routes leading 
from the northern to the southern sec- 
tion of the state, as well as across 
the southern portion—routes which 
will become’ in a sense, permanent 
and will continue to be sought by the 
tourists for many years to come. 

It is also designed to give entrants 
opportunity to see the state and to 
enjoy a drive through some of its rich- 
est sectigns, taking in the big auto- 
mobile races in Savannah, November 
27 to 20. inclusive. 

About the Schedule. 

As the result of liberal rules the 
actual running time required will be 
considerably less than that stated, and 
the maximum running time for the 
largest cars on the best roads will be 
less-thin 17 miles per hour. 

Under the rules cars costing more 
than $2,500 are called on for an aver- 
age running speed of 18 miles per hour. 

But the time taken for each stop 
may be used for running without pen- 
alization. An hour stop is allowed for 
lunch. If lunch is finished in twenty 
minutes, the car has forty minutes ad- 
ditional in which te make the run be- 
tween nigat controls, without counting 
agcinst it. This will make the run- 
ning time or the largest cars consid- 
erably less than 17 miles per hour.

CHAIRMAN GARY DEFENDS 

POLICIES OF STEEL TRUST 

New York, October 27.—After a day 
of intense excitement in the stock 
market, with especially severe de- 
clines in the securities of the United 
States Steel Corporation, the appended 
statement was issued by Elbert H. 
Gary, chairman of the board: 

“I think it would be improper for me 
at this time to make any comments 
concerning the suit which has been 
brought by the government against 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
except to say I regret exceedingly that 
the department of justice felt called 
upon to institute proceedings. If any 
harm results, it will fall upon the 
stockholders and employees, aggregat- 
ing a very large number, and any loss 
to .them must be deplored. It is a 
time for everyone to keep cool, with 
a disposition to patiently await re- 
sults, knowing that in the end jus- 
tice will be done to all interests. 

“IT believe a disclosure of all the 
facts applicable to the allegations con- 
tained in the government's bill of com- 
plaint as a ground for relief will show 
that the suit ought to be decided in 
favor of the corporation on the mer- 
its, and that the following facts will 
be established: 

“1. That in the organization of the 
Uniged States Steel Corporation those 
in charge had no intention of creating 
a monopoly or of restraining trade. 

“9 That the corporation never has 
had, or attempted to exercise, a mo- 
nopoly or to restrain trade. 


No Intention to Violate Law. 


“3. That the conduct of the affairs 
of the corporation has clearly and pos- 
itively negatived any effort or inten- 
tion to violate any provision of the 
Sherman law. 

"4 That the exietence of the cor- 
poration has been of benefit, and not 
of injury te its employees, its custom- 
ers, its competitors and the general 
public. 

“5 ‘That no misrepresentation was 
made to the president relative to the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron properties, 
and that the motive of these connected 
with the purchase Was to prevent a 
threatened general financial disaster, 
which would have adversely affected 
the corporation, as well as others.”

AGAINST AUTOS 


Ordinance Against Parking of 
Machines on Busy Streets 


Introduced by Councilman Mc- 
Clelland and Aims at Reliev- 
ing Congestion in Center of 
City—Approved by Commit- 
tee and Goes to Council. 


Auto cars, carriages, wagons and 
other vehicles will not be permitted to 
stand longer than ten minutes on the 
central crowded streets if an ordi- 
nance is adopted by council which re- 
ceived a favorable report from the 
ordinance committee yesterday after- 
noon. 

This meang that vehicles cannot be 
parked on the following streets:

Whitehall from Peachtree to Trinity 
avenue; Peachtree from Whitehall to 
Porter Place; North Broad from Ma- 
rietta to Peachtree; gouth Broad from 
Alatama to Marietta; Pryor. from 
Mitchell to Peachtree; Decatur from 
Peachtree to Butler; Edzewood ave- 
nue from Peachtree to Pryor. 

The ordinance, which was intro- 
duced by Councilman John E. Mc- 
Clelland, provides that the parking of 
vehicles on the streets named shall be 
prohibited at all hours, and that no 
vehicle shall stop on such streets 
longer than ten minutes” unless : ac- 
tually engaged in loading or wunload- 
ing freight. 

ir tne ordinance is adopted and en- 
forced it will result in keeping the 
central crowded thoroughfares free 
from vehicles to a great extent and 
greatly relieve the congestion of 
traffic. 

The ordinance committee also had 
under consideration an ordinance by 
Councilman MeClelland which requires 
all autos to come to a full stop when 
approaching street cars letting off or 
taking on passengers, provided that as 
soon aS passengers have been taken 
care of autos can go ahead without 
waiting for the car to start.

Runge McRae, mother of four chil- 
dren and wife of a prominent rail- 
road official, is asked to pay the death 
penaleyv. 

Mrs. McRae, whose defense is 
she killed Allan Garland to 
her honor,

are defending her, or grasped the hand 
of her devoted husband. This grim 
scene came with the examination of 
the first witness in a murder trial. 
which in many of its features alread; 
is without precedent in the local his- 
tory of this parish. Never before had 
St. Landry parish seen a white woman 
Stand before the bar of justice and 
face a murder charge; old inhabitants 
say the “unwritten law’ never before 
entered into a trial here: not before 
has such an array of legal talent been 
lined up in a criminal battle in the 
parish courthouse, nor has any trial! 
in the past so divided the people of 
St. Landry. 

Today's testimony, offered by the 
prosecution, concerned largely the po- 
sition in which the body of Allan Gar- 
land was found, the location of the 
three bullet wounds, Mrs. McRae's 
demeanor as observed by the persons 
first to arrive on the scene, the prepa- 
ration of a diagram of the room in the 
McRae home in which the Killing oc- 
curred, the way the furniture was 
placed, and the absence of any evi- 
dence of a struggle. 


Jury Visits Scene. 

The jury visited the McRae home, 
in company with the defendant, her 
husband, opposing counsel and court 
officers, observed the setting of the 
tragedy just as witnesses saw it on 
that fateful September 21. 

There was no hint of the motive 
which the prosecution must eéstablish 
before Mrs. McRae ts subject to con- 
viction of first degree murder.

Whe ainoribed ta detult the scétied 
at the McRae home as he found them 
thirty minutes after the shooting. It 
was during Dr. Tittell’s testimony that 
Albert Garland figuratively stood in 
the shoes of his dead brother, wearing 
the blood-stained shirt of the de- 
ceased, \ 

Re-enacts Tragedy. 

Albert Garland was placed in the 
same pogition on the floor as that 
occupied by the body of his brother. 
The position of the wounds were then 
indicated, all three being in the back, 
one at the base of the skull, one just 
under the right shoulder and the third 
beneath the left shoulder blade. 

Albert Garland was visibly affected 
as he rehearsed the tragedy, but the 
emotions which wrung his frame were 
not more pronounced than those dis- 
played by the woman who, was the 
principal in the tragedy. 

During this theatrical recital almost 
everyone in the court room stood and 
craned forward to catch every sylia- 
ble and to see every movement. The 
defendant stood, as did her husband, 
and the relatives and friends who sur- 
rounded her. 

Dr. Littell identified a nickle-plated

which Mrs, McRae turned over to him.
